Claims 8 and 17 have been rewritten to incorporate SEQ ID NO:87 for the Phi p 5b 
polypeptide. Claims 9 and 1 9 have been rewritten according to the Examiner's preferred alternative 
of conventional Markush language. 

Claims 20 and 21 have been rewritten, at the suggestion of the Examiner, to replace "modified" 
w ith said modification. The rejection of the claims under 1 12, second paragraph is now moot and 
should be withdrawn.
